A dispatch from Lagny, Selne-et- 


Marne, describes the devastation of 
the forest of Crecy. Blasted trees are 
standing stark and decapitated. Others, 
amazingly shattered by shells, lie on 
ground. The roads are covered with 
the deep marks of the wheels of the 
heavy gun wagons and the ground 
shows hundreds of thousands of hoof- 
marks where the cavalry and artillery 
thundered by. 


In telling of an incident in the for- 


est of Crecy the correspondent says: 


"The French and British alike 


swarmed about the wood with axes 
knives, saws and even sabers. ,They 
had a wide area down in next to no 
time Line after line of Infantry, each 
man carrying a thickly follaged branch, 
moved forward in close order toward 
the enemy, while behind, amid lopped 
tree trunks, our artillery got Into posi- 
tion with machine guns and thlrtetn- 
pounders to cover the wood. As it 
moved forward all was a-rustle. The 
attack which followed was as rapid, 
as fierce and as bold as anything that 
has been done in this huge campaign 
and won all the success which it 
merited. 


Saved the Ammunition. 


"The mysterious, slow moving wood 


soon showed that there was more than 
umbrage in its texture. 
It snarled 


lame and spat bullets while overhead 
the shells of the French and British 
artillery sped screamingly to their 
mark. But one incident nearly upset 
:he show. Just under the ridge of a 
illl, right off tbe forest, large quanti- 
ties ot our ammunition were piled 
ready for sudden service and appar- 
ently well screened out ot harm's way. 
The oncoming French cavalry making 


detour for purposes of their own 


struck the hill and rode along It for 
some distance. For a few minutes 
;hey showed themselves on the sky 
line in the bright sunshine. There 
was no mistaking the vivid scarlet of 
their breeches, and they were spotted 
at once by the German artillery. The 
Kaiser's'artillerymen here were crack 
shots and they lost no time In finding 
tbe range. 


"Presently the shells began to drop 


thick add fast over the ridge, falling 
so near our precious ammunition as 
to make the situation remarkably un- 
pleasant. Small parties of our boys 
swarmed up the hill stripped to the 
waist and lugged the heavy boxes out 
of the way of disaster. The men tell 
me it was the hottest and most flam- 
ing corner that they have ever been 
in, but they came through, and so did 
tbe ammunition. 


"By evening the enemy had been 


repulsed, the Marne was clear of them 
and the fight was rolling farther and 
farther east of the capital." 


Lanterns Betrayed Germans. 


The correspondent relates another 


incident which occurred in one of the 
smaller woods to the southeast 91 
Crecy. He says: 


"It was held by the enemy, but al- 


though the wood gave good cover for 
a time our patrols during the night 
by great daring smelt them out and' 
carried the news of their whereabout* 
to the cavalry on one side and the In- 
fantry on the other. 


"Incautiously enough the German* 


moved about with stable lanterns to 
guide them, unaware that trouble wa* 
so near. Suddenly they found their 
twinkling glow-worm* a. mark for the 
foe of whose proximity they had been 
blissfully unaware. 
They were smit- 


ten woefully at midnight A storm of 
bullets from our Maxims screamed 
through the sleeping trees like a tor- | 
nado. 


"The next morning scores of lan- 


terns were picked np In tbe wood with 
their classes shattered. 
A cavalry 


charge finally cleared the tragic little 
wood. Our losses were slight, but th* 
Germans suffered severely. 


"Twenty prisoners taken in th* 


melee were herded together In a clear- 
Ing. 
Their rifles had not been taken 


from them, bat were stacked near by. 
In a rash moment they got the Idea 
that they were but loosely guarded 
and made a combined rush for their 
rifles. 
They will never make an- 


other."

Hew KliHf* Own Fought. 


The first connected narrative of th* 


severe fighting In which tbe Kins/* 
Own Royal Lancashire regiment wa* 
encaged when In killed and wounded 
the regiment bad 11 officers put out 
of action. Is told by a sergeant ot the 
regiment who ha* arrived horn* 
wounded. 


Th* King's Own, with the Lanca- 


shire Fiulleera and th* Middlesex 
regiment were ordered to cover the re- 


been entrenched to take n«w (round, 
and were marching through the night, 
finding themselves at daybreak be- 
tween Cambral and Le Gateau, Sev- 
eral thousand Frenchmen and a High- 
land regiment had passed down their 
lines, and tbe Klnc's Own were tak- 
ing breakfast when the German ar- 
tillery boomed forth. Several shell* 
fell in the vicinity of tbe trenches 
without dolnc much harm, but the 
enemy's artillery was much superior 
In numbers to that of the allies, and 
they poured a raking shrapnel fire be- 
fore the English guns began to speak. 
There was no doubt, either, about the 
enemy' range finding, and under cov- 
er of the guns the enemy came In the 
proportion of six to one. 


Men were mowed down like nine- 


pins by the bursting shrapnel, and it 
seemed as if the King's Own had been 
singled out by the special fury of the 
onslaught Colonel Dykes fell at an 
early stage of the engagement whiie 
shouting encouragement to his merf. 
Fighting continued furiously 
until 


half-past nine. 
Then there was a 


lull, and the enemy, seemingly re-en- 
forced, made good their advance and 
another five hours' desperate conflict 
ensued. 


Brilliant Bayonet Charges. 


The allies fought the advance inc 


by inch, fighting becoming so clos 
that the King's Own got home wit 
several dashing bayonet charges, on 
of the most brilliant of which wa 
led by Clutterbuck, formerly a rank 
of the Yorkshire light Infantry, wh 
with a handful of men routed fou 
times the number under his command 
He paid the price of his gallantry 
with his life, but the casualties to h! 
men were singularly light. The Be 
geant said: "It was just like Clutte 
buck." 


Lieutenant's Glorious Death. 


"Then," continued the sergean 


"there was Lieutenant Steel-Perkins 
who died one of the grandest death 
a British officer could wish for. H 
was lifted out of the trenches wound 
ed four times, but protesting, crawle 
back again till he was mortal!; 
wounded." 


Proceeding, the sergeant said: "Th 


first man knocked over was one o 
the most popular of the Rugby foot 
bailers in the Dover garrison. He wa 
shot through the mouth. 


"A German aeroplane which canr 


over our position on the day precec 
ing the battle was accounted for; aa 
sailed by a shower of bullets from 
more than one regiment, its recon 
noiterlng career had a sudden stop 
The enemy swooped down on us si 
quickly at the finish that we were un 
able to. remove all our dead and 
wounded. 
Stretcher bearers wen 


shot down, and I, who had been 
wounded with a shrapnel bullet In th. 
muscle of the left arm, was taking a 
message for the doctor from the field 
hospital when a shell came and demol 
lahed the roof. 


"All our King's Own dead are bur 


led in France, a few miles from the 
frontier. 
We saw many burned vll 


lages, and our artillery helped along 
many old women and children who 
were fleeing before the enemy."

After several months of hard and 


untiring work the Florida State Com- 
mission for the Panama-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco in 1915 has found it Impossible 
to raise funds for an 
exhibit 
for 


Florida, a meeting having been held 
recently at which time it was decided 
to abandon the effort. 


The commission started out with, 


every prospect of success. First the 
general financial condition of 
the 


country put a damper upon the ef- 
forts of the commission. 
Then came 


the outbreak of the European war and 
finally the citrus canker was discov- 
ered in the state. All these things, 
taken together, decided the commis- 
sion that It would be useless to .con- 
tinue the effort to put the state on 
the map at San 'Francisco next year. 


The first plan of the commission 


was to raise some $200,000 and put a 
complete exhibit of Florida products 
in at the great fair. The efforts along 
this line were abandoned some six or 
eight weeks ago. 
The second plan 


was to raise not more than 175,000. 
This money was to be used in the con- 
struction of a building and the con- 
ducting of a free motion picture thea- 
ter which would show up all of the 
products of the state. 


The second plan seemed to meet 


with more favor, but despite the earn- 
est efforts of the commissioners they 
found it impossible to raise the neces- 
sary funds for the undertaking. 
The 


members of the commission declare 
that they abandoned the undertaking 
with extreme regret.

111 1850 Mile. Antoinette Gamier, 


mimed (or the 111 fated queen of France 
wbo lost her head on the guillotine, 
was one of the most attractive of the 
younger girls of New Orleans. The 
Crescent City was in those days one of 
tie gayest cities. If not the gayest, in 
the United States. Being 'a city of the 
French. It contained a number of em- 
igres of the revolution whereby the 
Bourlwu kings lost the throne, and 
they were of the noblesse, some of 
them daring the rlKln to titles that 
they did not use. New Orleans social- 
ly was delightful, but more foreign 
than any other American city. 


Edwin Wentworth. a young north- 


erner from the state of Maryland, went 
to the Crescent City to spend a winter, 
attracted thither by the reports of the 
unique social life.

the "best" people, he was Invited ev- 
erywhere. He met Mile. Gamier, and 
a love affair ensued. It was arranged 
that when the spring came on they 
should be married and both go north 
to the groom's home.

der ivas done. 


Mile. Gamier was so crushed by the 


tragedy that for awhile her life seem- 
ed to he in danger, and as she recover- 
ed her strength she showed signs of 
mental derangement The social world 
saw her no more, and so rapid are the 
changes in the world of fashion that 
in a few mouths her place there seemed 
to have been filled and she forgotten. 


It was not long after Wentworth's 


murder that the cholera visited Ameri- 
ca, and New Orleans was not immune 
from Its devastations. But it seemed 
that nothing could even temporarily 
obliterate the 
people's desire 
for 


amusement. A masked ball was given 
In a large hall, and, although It was 
not an affair to call out fashionable 
society, especially at such a time, many 
of the bbu ton went there to divest 
themselves of the gloom surrounding 
them. 


The contrast within and without the 


hall wag a fearful one. Within was a 
dance of life, without a dance of death. 
But the death from without broke in 
among the merrymakers. A figure en- 
tered the hall dressed In white flowing 
robes, the mask as white as chalk, with 
great hollow eyes, a grinning mouth 
aud rotten teeth. It advanced to one 
wearing a Louis XV. costume and 
stood staring at him. The merriment 
ceased, and all eyes were bent on the 
two figures. The Louis XV. figure 
took off his mask and displayed the 
features of Le Volsier. 


The reason for his unmasking was 


apparent 
He had seen himself con- 


fronted by one dressed as the White 
Death aud was desirous to avenge the 
Insult. 


"Whoever you are who has offered 


this affront you shall pay for it" he 
said. 


"I am the White Death." 
"Meet me in an hour In the wood," 


replied Le Volsler. referring to a wood 
on the outskirts of the city where 
duels were fought 


"Not without a reason. For me (the 


White Death) to confront you, the 
White Death, Is no Insult Take that!" 


He struck Le Volsler with the back 


of his hand, drawing a drop ot blood, 
which seemed to come from a ring he 
won on his finger. Le Voisler paid 
no attention to the blow other thin to 
«ay that if his antagonist was satisfied 
he wts; that be would expect to meet 
the person wbo had Insulted him a* 
soon as they could teach the wood: 
then, turning, be started for an exit 


It was noticed before be bad taken 


a dmen steps that he staggered, and 
before be reached the door be fell 
The specter followed him and stood 
over him, looking down upon him. Le 
Volsier writhed In agony, but kept his 
eye fixed on his other self, the White 
Death. Presently the latter removed 
hU mask and exposed the features, 
not of a man. but a woman. Some there 
were wbo recognised ber as Mile. Oar- 
nter, though she was much chanted 
from tbe beauty she had been before 
her lover's death.

French Woman Leaves Dying Husband 


to Others to M«k* Baft 


Passage of Train. 


A story of dramatic heroism is told 


In the Paris newspapers In describ- 
ing the murder of a pointsman named 
Poullain while he was on duty on the 
line from St Denis to Eperney, on the 
main Paris-Chantilly line. 


Poullain, who was aged fifty-one, 


lived with his wife and another family 
in a small cottage close to nil signal 
box, 
at Plerrefitte, about IS miles 


from Paris, and both ot the Poullains 
were certified servants ot the com- 
pany. 


These boxes are only entrusted to 


tried employes, as the express service 
by day and night Is almost perpetual, 
requiring unceasing vigilance. 


The work was shared between Foul- 


Iain and his wife, and soon after 8 In 
the morning the woman hearing a cry, 
ran down and found her husband lying 
on the threshold Just able^to say: 
'Help! I am being murdered." 


Shouting aloud, she began to attend 


Poullain, when she heard tbe sema- 
phore bell giving warning ot the ap- 
proaching 3.09 train, and, leaving her 
dying husband, she rushed to save the 
lives ot the passenger* by -working 
the points, which she alone now under- 
stood. 


The whole time she continued cry- 


Ing at the top of her voice, and she 
saw first their son and then tbe neigh- 
bors come out and pick up the 
wounded man, but though half heart- 
broken and shaken with sobs, she re- 
mained at her post for tbe passage of 
the Calais boat train, due mt 8.30 


This she stopped, and Poullain, un- 


conscious but stll _ breathing, was 
placed on board and conveyed to 
Farls, while his heroic wife refused to 
quit the levers till 6 In the morning, 
when finally she was relieved by an 
other signalman 
It was only then 


that the poor creature broke down in 
a long fainting fit, and as soon as sbe 
recovered she took train to see her 
husband, whom sbe found dead.

Hazard of Railroads. 


It is the general and erroneous be- 


lief that coal mining ranks as one of 
the most hazardous vocations 
This is 


easily accounted for by the occasional 
explosion In which several hundred 
lives may be snuffed out in the twin- 
kling of an eye The magnitude ot the 
disaster naturally results In almost 
unprecedented publicity and a conse- 
quent exaggerated impression of Its 
Importance 
As a matter of fact, ex- 


plosions of different kinds are respon- 
sible for only a small percentage of 
the coal mine fatalities; it Is the In- 
sidious and ever recurring falls of 
roof which, although lacking the spec- 
tacular features of tbe larger disaster, 
are none the less important in their 
final results 
Thus In 1911 and 1»12 


nearly half ot the total fatalities at 
our coal mines were due to this latter 
cause, while only 14 and IS per cent, 
respectively, were tbe result of es|k> 
alons 
' 


In point of numbers tbe 


places the coal mine fatalities slith 
In the list It It exceeded by such ele- 
mental risks as chlld-Mrth and burns 
and scalds, while accidents on rail- 
roads head the list by a large margin 
with «,«£» 
As compared with other 


occupations the coal miner fares even 
better. Thus in 1MM the fatality rate 
per 1,000 In the bituminous mines of 
the country was J.77, which was ex- 
ceeded by eight other vocations, that 
for railroad switchmen being 4.M and

per ring held over an alterna 
rent magnet, when the rlag 
pended In the air, Is commonly asso- 
ciated with the name of Prof. EHhu 
Thomson. 


The railroad line consists ot a pair 


of rails aftoutf 3S feet lon» laj* over 
a series of coils or bobbins 
TJM ve- 


hicle, weighing 45 pounds, consists of 
an iron car or tube fastened to an 
aluminum bed plate

A dispatch from Lagny, Selne-et- 


Marne, describes the devastation of 
the forest of Crecy. Blasted trees are 
standing stark and decapitated. Others, 
amazingly shattered by shells, lie on 
ground. The roads are covered with 
the deep marks of the wheels of the 
heavy gun wagons and the ground 
shows hundreds of thousands of hoof- 
marks where the cavalry and artillery 
thundered by. 


In telling of an incident in the for- 


est of Crecy the correspondent says: 


"The French and British alike 


swarmed about the wood with axes 
knives, saws and even sabers. ,They 
had a wide area down in next to no 
time Line after line of Infantry, each 
man carrying a thickly follaged branch, 
moved forward in close order toward 
the enemy, while behind, amid lopped 
tree trunks, our artillery got Into posi- 
tion with machine guns and thlrtetn- 
pounders to cover the wood. As it 
moved forward all was a-rustle. The 
attack which followed was as rapid, 
as fierce and as bold as anything that 
has been done in this huge campaign 
and won all the success which it 
merited. 


Saved the Ammunition. 


"The mysterious, slow moving wood 


soon showed that there was more than 
umbrage In its texture. 
It snarled 


lame and spat bullets while overhead 
the shells of the French and British 
artillery sped screamingly to their 
mark. But one incident nearly upset 
:he show. Just under the ridge of a 
illl, right off the forest, large quanti- 
ties ot our ammunition were piled 
ready for sudden service and appar- 
ently well screened out ot harm's way. 
The oncoming French cavalry making 


detour for purposes of their own 


struck the hill and rode along It for 
some distance. For a few minutes 
hey showed themselves on the sky 
line in the bright sunshine. There 
was no mistaking the vivid scarlet of 
their breeches, and they were spotted 
at once by the German artillery. The 
Kaiser's'artillerymen here were crack 
shots and they lost no time in finding 
the range. 


"Presently the shells began to drop 


thick add fast over the ridge, falling 
so near our precious ammunition as 
to make the situation remarkably un- 
pleasant. Small parties of our boys 
swarmed up the hill stripped to the 
waist and lugged the heavy boxes out 
of the way of disaster. The men tell 
me it was the hottest and most flam- 
ing corner that they have ever been 
in, but they came through, and so did 
the ammunition. 


"By evening the enemy had been 


repulsed, the Marne was clear of them 
and the fight was rolling farther and 
farther east of the capital." 


Lanterns Betrayed Germans. 


The correspondent relates another 


incident which occurred in one of the 
smaller woods to the southeast 91 
Crecy. He says: 


"It was held by the enemy, but al- 


though the wood gave good cover for 
a time our patrols during the night 
by great daring smelt them out and' 
carried the news of their whereabouts 
to the cavalry on one side and the In- 
fantry on the other. 


"Incautiously enough the German* 


moved about with stable lanterns to 
guide them, unaware that trouble wa* 
so near. Suddenly they found their 
twinkling glow-worms a. mark for the 
foe of whose proximity they had been 
blissfully unaware. They were smit- 
ten woefully at midnight A storm of 
bullets from our Maxims screamed 
through the sleeping trees like a tor- | 
nado. 


"The next morning scores of lan- 


terns were picked np In the wood with 
their glasses shattered. 
A cavalry 


charge finally cleared the tragic little 
wood. Our losses were slight, but th* 
Germans suffered severely. 


"Twenty prisoners taken in the 


melee were herded together In a clear- 
Ing. Their rifles had not been taken 
from them, but were stacked near by. 
In a rash moment they got the Idea 
that they were but loosely guarded 
and made a combined rush for their 
rifles. 
They will never make an- 


other." 
, 


Hew King** Own Fought. 


The first connected narrative of th* 


severe fighting In which the King's 
Own Royal Lancashire regiment waj 
encaged when In killed and wounded 
th* regiment bad 11 officer* put out 
of action. Is told by a sergeant ot the 
regiment who hat arrived 
home 


wounded. 


The Kim's Own, with the Lanca- 


shire Fuslleera and th* Middle**! 
reclmeat were ordered to cover the re- 


been entrenched to take new (round, 
and ware marching through th* night, 
finding themselves at daybreak be- 
tween Cambral and Le Catean, Sev- 
eral thousand Frenchmen and a High- 
land regiment had passed down their 
lines, and the King's Own were tak- 
ing breakfast when the German ar- 
tillery boomed forth. Several shell* 
fell in the vicinity of the trenches 
without doing much harm, but the 
enemy's artillery was much superior 
in numbers to that of the allies, and 
they poured a raking shrapnel fire be- 
fore the English guns began to speak. 
There was no doubt, either, about the 
enemy' range finding, and under cov- 
er of the guns the enemy came In the 
proportion of six to one. 


Men were mowed down like nine- 


pins by the bursting shrapnel, and it 
seemed as if the King's Own had been 
singled out by the special fury of the 
onslaught Colonel Dykes fell at an 
early stage of the engagement whiie 
shouting encouragement to his merf. 
Fighting continued furiously 
until 


half-past nine. 
Then there was a 


lull, and the enemy, seemingly re-en- 
forced, made good their advance and 
another five hours' desperate conflict 
ensued. 


Brilliant Bayonet Charges. 


The allies fought the advance inc 


by inch, fighting becoming so clos 
that the King's Own got home wit 
several dashing bayonet charges, on 
of the most brilliant of which wa 
led by Clutterbuck, formerly a rank 
of the Yorkshire light Infantry, wh 
with a handful of men routed fou 
times the number under his command 
He paid the price of his gallantry 
with his life, but the casualties to h! 
men were singularly light. The Be 
geant said: "It was just like Clutte 
buck." 


Lieutenant's Glorious Death. 


"Then," continued the sergean 


"there was Lieutenant Steel-Perkins 
who died one of the grandest death 
a British officer could wish for. H 
was lifted out of the trenches wound 
ed four times, but protesting, crawle 
back again till he was mortal!; 
wounded." 


Proceeding, the sergeant said: "Th 


first man knocked over was one o 
the most popular of the Rugby foot 
bailers in the Dover garrison. He wa 
shot through the mouth. 


"A German aeroplane which canr 


over our position on the day precec 
ing the battle was accounted for; aa 
sailed by a shower of bullets from 
more than one regiment, its recon 
noiterlng career had a sudden stop 
The enemy swooped down on us si 
quickly at the finish that we were un 
able to. remove all our dead and 
wounded. 
Stretcher bearers wen 


shot down, and I, who had been 
wounded with a shrapnel bullet In th. 
muscle of the left arm, was taking a 
message for the doctor from the field 
hospital when a shell came and demol 
ished the roof. 


"All our King's Own dead are bur

111 1850 Mile. Antoinette Gamier, 


mimed (or tbe 111 fated queen of France 
wbo lost her head on the guillotine, 
was one of the most attractive of the 
younger girls of New Orleans. The 
Crescent City was in those days one of 
tie gayest cities. If not the gayest, in 
the United States. Being 'a city of the 
French, it contained a number of em- 
igres of the revolution whereby the 
Bourlwu kings lost the throne, and 
they were of the noblesse, some of 
them having the rU-'ln to titles that 
they did not use.

Gamier, and 
a love affair ensued. It was arranged 
that when the spring came on they 
should be married and both go north 
to the groom's home.

Mile. Gamier was so crushed by tbe 


tragedy that for awhile her life seem- 
ed to be In danger, and as she recover- 
ed her strength she showed signs of 
mental derangement The social world 
saw her no more, and so rapid are the 
changes in the world of fashion that 
in a few mouths her place there seemed 
to have been filled and she forgotten. 


It was not long after Wentworth's 


murder that the cholera visited Ameri- 
ca, and New Orleans was not immune 
from Its devastations. But It seemed 
that nothing could even temporarily 
obliterate 
the 
people's desire 
for 


amusement. A masked ball was given 
In a large hall, and, although It was 
not an affair to call out fashionable 
society, especially at such a time, many 
of the bbu ton went there to divest 
themselves of the gloom surrounding 
them. 


The contrast within and without the 


hall wag a fearful one. Within was a 
dance of life, without a dance of death. 
But tbe death from without broke in 
among tbe merrymakers. A figure en- 
tered the hall dressed In white flowing 
robes, tbe mask as white as chalk, with 
great hollow eyes, a grinning mouth 
and rotten teeth. It advanced to one 
wearing a Louis XV. costume and 
stood staring at him. The merriment 
ceased, and all eyes were bent on the 
two figures. The Louis XV. figure 
took off his mask and displayed the 
features of Le Volsier. 


The reason for his unmasking was

Presently tbe latter removed 
hU mask and exposed tbe feature*, 
not of a man. but a woman. Some there 
wen wbo recognlred ber ai Mile. Oar- 
nler. though she waa much chanted 
from tbe beauty she had been before 
ber lover's death.

Befor* Many Years Electricity May 


Be Adopted as Motive Power by the 


Railroads of the United 


States. 


Newspapers and students of muni- 


cipal problems have long prophesied 
that the time was not far away when 
the railroads would substitute elec- 
tricity for steam as their motive pow- 
er. But the silence of the railroads 
on the subject has been somewhat 
disconcerting, even though some of 
them have already carried the change 
beyond the experimental stage 


Recently, in Atlantic City, was held 


a convention of the master car build- 
ers, railroad muter mechanics and 
railroad manufacturers of the coun- 
try, and they made the same pre- 
diction 
"Pretty soon," they said, 


"there will not be a steam locomo- 
tive lii the country " 


This is indeed encouraging Prac- 


tical constructors of railroad equip- 
ment would not make such a state- 
ment unless they were sure of their 
ground. And there are fact* under- 
standable by non railroaders which 
bear them out. 


After two years spent by one big 


railroad system In expensive Investi- 
gation, the conclusion was reached 
tHat there was nothing in electrical 
development to warrant the abolition 
of the steam locomotive 
But before 


the directors could act on the report, 
new progress was made and they pro- 
vided their great terminal in New 
York with electrical propulsion and 
are extending the system on their 
lines in other parts of the country. 
Over three hundred miles of one west- 
ern railroad Is operated with elec- 
tjjcity 
AOne great advantage of electricity 
tft the railroads Is that It cheapens 
construction 
Electric locomotives 


can haul loads up grades which would 
stall the most powerful steam loco- 
motive Riders on Interurban electric 
cars see confirmation of this every 
day 
And the steam locomotive uses 


only about 15 per cent of the power 
of the coal it consumes and the smoke

French Woman Leaves Dying Huiband 


to Othera to Mak* Baft 


Paaaage of Train. 


A story of dramatic heroism is told 


In the Paris newspapers lit describ- 
ing the murder ol a pointsman named 
Poullain while he was on duty on the 
line from St Denis to Epernajv on the 
main Paris-Chantilly line. 


Poullain, who was aged fifty-one, 


lived with his wife and another family 
In a small cottage close to his signal 
box, 
at Plerrefitts, about IS miles 


from Paris, and both of the Poullains 
were certified servant* of the com- 
pany. 


These boxes are only entrusted to 


tried employes, as the express service 
by day and night Is almost perpetual, 
requiring unceasing vigilance. 


The work waa shared between Pool- 


lain and his wife, and soon after 8 In 
the morning the woman hearing a cry, 
ran down and found her hucband lying 
on the threshold Just able^to say: 
"Help! I am being murdered." 


Shouting aloud, she began to attend 


Poullain, when she heard the sema- 
phore bell giving warning ot the ap- 
proaching 3.09 train, and. leaving her 
dying husband, she rushed to save the 
lives ot the passengers by -working 
the points, which she alone now under- 
stood. 


The whole time she continued cry- 


Ing at the top of her voice, and she 
saw first their son and then the neigh- 
bors come out and pick up the 
wounded man, but though half heart- 
broken and shaken with sobs, *be re- 
mained at her post for the passage of 
the Calais boat train, due at 8.30 


This she stopped, and Poullain, un- 


conscious but stll _ breathing, was 
placed on board and1 conveyed to 
Farls, while his heroic wife refused to 
quit the levers till 6 In the morning, 
when finally she was relieved by an 
other signalman 
It was only then 


that the poor creature broke down In 
a long fainting fit, and as soon as she 
recovered she took train to see her 
husband, whom she found dead.

Hazard of Railroads. 


It Is the general and erroneous be- 


lief that coal mining ranks as one of 
the most hazardous vocations This is 
easily accounted for by the occasional 
explosion In which several hundred 
lives may be snuffed out in the twin- 
kling of an eye The magnitude ot the 
disaster naturally results in almost 
unprecedented publicity and a conse- 
quent exaggerated impression of Its 
importance 
As a matter of fact, ex- 


plosions of different kinds are respon- 
sible for only a small percentage of 
the coal mine fatalities; It is the in- 
sidious and ever recurring falls of 
roof which, although lacking the spec- 
tacular features of the larger disaster, 
are none the less important in their 
final results 
Thus in 1911 and 1>12 


nearly half ot the total fatalities at 
our coal mines were due to this latter 
cause, while only 14 and IS per cent, 
respectively, were the result of explo- 
sions

s so hopelessly prejudiced that no 
word contained In his letter of one 
and one-half columns can be of any 
possible benent to any sensible man 
reading it; unless it might be by 
sending a copy to some of his friends 
In Hamburg.

against everybody and everything not 
German—even 
the newspapers and

events happened one-half century ago, 
but If he was a "Fed" he should not 
be too hard on Sharman BO years 
after the offense, and if he was a 
"Confed" he should rejoice for Eng- 
land's good-will during those trying 
days.

"During my stay in Germany, 


whilst the war was on, I say it frankly, 
that I learned that Emperor Wllhelm, 
supreme Krlegsherr of the empire 
(whatever that is) did love peace.
